London govern- 
ment, as an ally of Japan, has shown 
itself in hearty sympathy with the presi- 
dent's policy, to bring the belligerents to- 
Seether feels that it cannot undertake to 
Suggest an armistice at this time. The 
British officials believe, according to ad- 
vices reaching this government that Ja- 
Pan would be sacrificing a great deal to 
consent to an armistice at this time and 
that after a great defeat on land the 
Russians will be more ready to discuss 
peace.

George H, 
Squire. who is now a director of cine 
company, is down on\the list as financial 
manager at $12,000 a year, although H. 
R. Winthrop succeeded Mr. Squire as 
financial] manager many months ago. J. 
B. Loring is recorded as a registrar, wich 
a salary of $3,500 a year. Mr. Loring 
ceased to perform the active duties of the 
registrarship in April, 1903. Officers of 
the society today said that possibly Mr.

Guilty Men to be Prosecuted. 

Attorney Generfal Julius M..Mayer ar-| 
rived here from Weshington tonight, and 
will’ remain in town severa] days investi- 
gating Equitable affairs.. In an fnter- 
view tonight Mr. Mayer said: 

“It is manifest that the people through- 
out the whole’ country are profoundly in- 
terested In the affairs of the Equitatile 
Life Assurance Society, Therefore [ think 
it fitting to say that appropriatt steps 
will, speedily be taken by me: 

“First. To acconrplish the return to the 
Equitable of any profits wrongfully made 
or retained by reason of trust relations, 
or otherwise. 

“Second. To debar from holding office 
in this company any person who has 
been faithless to his trust or what has 
violated any provisions of law. 

“Third... To obtain an accounting for any 
waste of misapplication of funds for any 
reason, or by anybody. 

‘"There are certain other matters of.im- 
portance which I am studying, bu; to 
which it would be premature to refer in 
detail. It might be, for instance, to the 
interest of the policy holders to learn 
the character of and the occasion for 
some of the lega] seryices paid for during 
the past few years. But, above All in- 
quiries as to. alleged delinquencies, -he 
greatest nécessity of the situation is that 
the rights of the policy holders in au 
respects be ascertained clearly, and as 
completely and as quickly as is legally 

ssible. In this and in other particulars 
. shall try my best to obtain results. 

“If any crime has been committed by 
anybody, that situation is manifestly for 
the district attorney.

He 
had agreed to destroy the books if neces- 
sary and had called the senator's at‘ten- 
tion to the clause of the partnership by 
which the senator was to receive all the 
fees for work done before the depar*- 
ments. He had changed them and the 
new agreements had been dated back ‘6 
March |, 1901, the same as the original 
and had been signed by both. The sub- 


sequent letters passing between the two 


men were also entered in as evidence 


tending to show still further the kn>wi- 
edge of the defefdant that he had been 


violating the law.

Speeding Like the Wind. 

The wrecked train was making nearly 
76 miles an hotir when the accident oc- 
eurred, according to Fireman Aaron Gor- 
ham, of Norwalk, who, badly bruised, but 
otherwise uninjured, miraculously escaped 
death. 

“We were spéeding like the wind,” isd 
Gorham, ‘‘when the engine left the track. 
It occurred so quickly that I little knew 
what happened until we crashed into the 
Mentor freight house. I neither heard 
nor saw the engineer after that. ‘Ine 
engine overturned and somehow the tank 
managed to fall upon me, but not heavily, 
and I was sheltered by it.

Today's reprieve was granted in order 
that the case may be carried to the su- 
preme court of the United States on con- 
stitutional questions waich were raised 
at a hearing before Judge H. H.: Wheel- 
er, sitting as a justice of the United 
States circuit court. 

Mrs. Rogers’ attorneys petitioned for 
her release on a writ of habeag corpus. 
‘the court declined to gtant the petition, 
but suggested that the points. of law 
raised by the petitioner were such as 
to be passed upon by the supreme court 
of the United States. The refusal of 
the judge to grant tne writ was at once 
followed by the filing of an appeal. 
Judge Wheeler thereupon announced 
that he would render his decision on the 
question of appeal late in the day, in 
order to give Governor Bell an oppor- 
tunity to reprieve Mrs. Rogers. .

Graduation Exercises. 

There was probably never a more 
splendid body of young men graduated 
by any college in the- state .than that 
which received degrees yesterday after- 
noon from the Tech, 

Every man has labé@red hard during the 
past year to make a record and all have 
won a success that they can be proud of. 

After the exercises were opened with 
prayer by Rev. Richard Orme Flinn, ‘the 
annual address was delivered by Con- 
gressman W. C. Adamson. He praised 
the Tech for the good work that it has 
accomplished and-told the graduates that 
they had splendid oppertunities in the 

world. No college, said he, surpassed 
the Georgia Tech, and, further, that he 
who holds a diploma from it should have 
won half the battle in life: Mr. Adam- 
son read a lesson to the graduates, giv- 
ing them sound advice. He declared that 
brilliant intellect and education alone did 
not make a man, but that the thing 
most required was character. Character, 
said he, was absolutely necessary: with- 
out charater all other things would be 
useless and vain.

Like Congressman 
Adamson, he thought that the young 
men who were about to be graduated 
had splendid opportunities to become 
useful to their country. But Mr. Hull 
declared that education alone did not 
make success. To have a Christian char- 
acter was the most vital thing. And 
all the schools and colleges in the coun- 
try, he said, could not give a man 
character. This he would have to make 
for himself and work out his own Chris- 
tian destiny by his deeds and his living. 
He paid a tribute to President Lyman 
Hall, of the Tech. He considered Cap- 
tain Hall one of the foremost educators 
in ‘the country, and thought that tne 
Tech was to be congratfllated in having 
his services.

George Foster Peabody. 

His name is by no means new to 
the people of this state; it is now 
our wish, in all earnestness and in all 
moderation, to emphasize his career 
and his quiet philanthropy as furnish- 
ing the true definition of the lover 
of native state and native people, 
and the broadest possible inspiration 
to those who have at heart both the 


-|objective and subjective development 


of Georgia. 

As we have stated, had Mr. Peabody 
been an alumnus of the univérsity, 
his substantial fealty would have been 
readily coniprehensible. The latter 
must have been ascribed to _ the 
purest, most. patriotic of motives, thus 
constituting one of the most notable 
and unique incidents in the annals 
of educational philanthropy. But he 
never attended the university. 

During the last year alone his do- 
nations to the university approximate 
almost $100,000. He has followed 
attentively the agitation for an ex- 
tension of the university’s capacity, 
which would include the addition of 
a practical agricultural college, and 
the movement has had his hearty ap- 
proval. It was as his guests that a 
large party of the trustees of the uni- 
versity last winter made an excursion 
to the University of Wisconsin, Mr. 
Peabody's plan béing to acquaint them 
with the splendid results obtained by 
the model agricultural department of 
that institution. 

When, within the last month, the 
movement for the university exten- 
Sion began .to focalize, he straighway 
offered $20,000 toward the consumma- 
tion of the project: It need not be 
stated that the enthusiasm of the 
university’s alumni was given fresh 
impetus by this action. Through care- 
ful management and persistent effort 
the alumni has accumulated a cash 
fund of $40,000. This they unanimous- 
ly voted to combine with the Peabody 
gift, as a temporary loan, to make 
possible the speedy completion of the 
deals now on foot for the extension. 
The alumni fund of $40,000 soon re- 
verts to its owners, who will then 
combine it with the $35,000 to be rais- 
ed by the Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation, the two to be put into the 
construction of a $75,000 Alumni 
Young Men’s Christian Association 
gymnasium and hall for the students. 

The Constitution believes that the 
task of accumulating the requisite 
$35,000, of completing the university 
extension project and of materializing 
the plan for an adequate agricultural 
adjunct, will be readily discharged. 
Certainly it will be, if the people of 
this state read the inspiration which 
lies in the unostentatious devotion. of 
Mr. Peabody. Surely if Georgia has 
such a potent grasp of the fidelity 
and generosity of a son who has 
long lived outside her borders, her 
influence on those who are to reap 
the immediate benefits of the mission 
in hand should be no less powerful. 

In the full confidence that this belief 
will be vindicated, The Constitution 
hails with enthusiasm the opening 
of a newer and grander era for the 
University of Georgia.

The wisdom of his policy is empha- 
sized by the disclosures in the re- 
port of Insurance Superintendent Hen- 
dricks made public yesterday. It is un- 
necessary to repeat the details of these 
disclosures, as they to some extent 
go over the matters covered in the 
Frick report, but reading them, there 
can be no question in the mind of 
any man that the purpose of the in- 
vestigators has been to get at the 
facts without fear or favor, and that 
is what the policy holders in the com- 
pany have been demanding. If there 
has been the slightest disposition on 
the part of Superintendent Hendricks 
to “whitewash” anybody, it certainly 
is not apparent. As a matter of fact, 
this official of the state of New York 
is to be commended for the thorough- 
ness of his investigation, just as the 
gentlemen acting for the board of 
directors of the company—known as 
the Frick committee—were to be com- 
mended. 

The policy holders in the company 
have been entitled to the fullest and 
most complete exposure of misdoing 
on the part of officials, and of the 
frenzied-finance methods which have 
prevailed in the past.

If methods similar 
to those in the Equitable have been 
resorted «to, as charged, by the big 
financiers. in control of any of other 
great insurance companies,the Equi- 
table investigation is bound to call a 
halt to such practices. The inevita-} 
ble result, as we see it, will be a 
tendency toward greater conservatism 
in’ management and methods which 
will be beneficial to all policy holders. 

Whether congress, following the rec- 
ommendations of President Roosevelt, 
will feel called upon to fake a hand 
is yet to. be determined. There are 
two sides to this as to every other 
question. Some insurance men of na- 
tional prominence favor federal super: 
vision, others take equally. strong 
stand against it. 

However, there seems every reason 
to warrant the belief that not only 
will the upheaval in the Equitable 
be of value to the policy holders in 
that company, but also that the dis- 
cussion thus precipitated will lead to 
the closest possible safeguarding of 
the interests of policy holders in all 
the companies, and in matters bearing 
upon life insurance the interest of the 
policy holder must be the first consid- 
eration.

Line Will Traverse West- 
ern Carroll, Heard, Randolph 
and Cleburne Counties in Ala- 
- bama, Which Now Have 
No Railroad 
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Carrollton, Ga., June 29.—(Special.)— 

The board of trade of Carroliton yester- 
day unanimotsly decided to build a rail- 
road from Carroliton in a westerly direc- 
tion to traverse the section including 
western Carrol] and Heard and Randolph 
counties and Cleburne county, Alabama, 
a section not yet trdversed by a rail- 
road. * 
This road is aided by the Central of 
Georgia, which has agreed to give the 
right of bridge over Buffalo creek, lead- 
ing in the’ direction of Roopville. 

This road will be built to fresefve the 
Carrollton trade and commerce in this 
western territory which has been a 
source of large income to Carroliton for 
fifty years, and which is about to be 
traversed now by the Bremen and South- 
western, which, it is said, will run from 
| Bremen, via Bowdon, to the mines in 
Gold Ridge, Ala. Thig line will probabiy 
be one of the best paying short lines in 
the world, as the resources of this large 
territory are vast at present, and will 
stand much development. The woodlands 
are heavily timbered by the best yellow 
pine in Georgia, besides a vast quantity 


valuabie mineral land and agricultural 
lands, that wil] equal any in Georgia and 
Alabama. 

The project will be a seemingly great 
undertaking for Carroliton, but it is gen- 


’ begged recognized that Carrollton is able 


to carry it out, and will do so. A com- 
mittee was appointed to look to the 
furtherance of this undertaking, a com- 
mittee which fheludes some of Carroll- 
ton‘s best business men and wealthiest 
citizens.
